Interior Official Also Tells 


Correspondents Govern- 
ment Does Not Plan to 


Sever Relations With 
Moscow. 


SOFTA, Sept. 24 (AP).—Bulgaria 
does not intend to enter the war 
against Soviet Russia or break off 
relations with Moscow, Peter Gab- 
rovsky, Minister of the Interior, 
told foreign correspondents today. 

In denial of reports published 
abroad, the minister said there had 
been no general mobilization of 
Bulgaria’s armed forces. He also 
denied there had been any declara- 
tin of martial law. 

“Bulgaria has no aggressive in- 
teniions against anyone and is 
not preparing for war against any 
country,” Gabrovsky said. 

“The Bulgarian situation is per- 
fectly calm and no pressure of any 
kind has been exerted on the Bul- 
garian Government from any quar- 
ter.”

ANKARA, Sept. 24—Germany is 
pressing Bulgaria to join in the 
war against Russia as soon as pos- 
sible, according to reliable foreign 
diplomatic sources here. 

It is unconfirmed, however, 
whether King Boris has been sum- 
moned to Hitler to accept Der 
Fuehrer’s big decision. There are 
reports, nevertheless, of certain 
Bulgarian troop movements. 

While the entry of Bulgaria into 
the Russo-German war would be 
unlikely to produce military mira- 
cles, it would serve German polit- 
ical purposes as indicating to Tur- 
key that the Axis does not intend 
any violence in its direction. The 
Bulgars have always fought with 
glee against their Balkan neigh- 
bors, but in view of their re- 
nowned sentimental affection for 
“Uncle Ivan,” as they call Russia, 
fighting against their Slav cousins, 
it is believed, would be distasteful 
to the average Bulgar. 

The attitude of many Bulgarians 
regarding the Russo-German war 
is indicated by the wave of sab- 
otage which has swept Bulgaria 
since hostilities began in the sum- 
mer. The persistent sabotage of 
the vital north-south railroads 
crossing the Balkan mountains, 
which must be kept open for 
speedy troop transfers, has been 
due, say the Germans, to Russian 
parachutists. Allied sources here 
wonder, however, if the parachut- 
ist story is not used as a blind to 
disguise the extent of Bulgarian- 
made sabotage. 

On Sept. 3, the artillery barracks 
in Sofia were burned. Internal op- 
position to the Bulgarian Govern- 
ment’s collaboration with Germany 

Russia caused the Govern- 
ment to decree a state of siege 
with the purpose of keeping the 
civilian population more under 
control. The Bulgarian Ministry 
of the Interior has found it worth 
while to issue twice weekly notices 
to civil servants reminding them 
of the harsh penalties to be in- 
curred by anyone criticising the 
Government or its collaboration 
with the Axis. 

A variation of the scorched- 
earth policy is obtaining in Bul- 
garian occupied areas of Greece 
and Yugoslavia, where the peas- 
ants are reported to have burned 
stores of grain when the Nazi- 
dominated governments issued 
requisition orders for all surplus 


crops. 


LONDON DISCUSSES POSSIBILITY

Neutral Reports That Action to 
Defend Caucasus Is' Planned 
Stirs Speculation. 


LONDON, Sept. 24 (AP).—Cer- 
tain London quarters speculated 
last night on the possibility that 
a British land expedition might 
fight alongside the Russians to de- 
fend the oil supplies of the Cauca- 
sus. Officials declined te com- 
ment. 

Speculation was heightened as 
the result of neutral reports that

2000 Germans Reported

MOSCOW, Sept. 24 (AP),—The 
complete failure of a second Ger- 
man attempt to capture Mur- 
mansk, Russia’s ice-free port in 
the Arctic, was reported today by 
Red Star, organ of the Russian 
army.

DEFENSE TAXES BOOM 
LIQUOR TRADE HERE 


St. Louisans Stock Up in An- 
ticipation of Higher Prices 
Next Month. 


The liquor business here is 
booming as the result of heavy 
buying by St. Louisans who are 
taking note of the increased prices | 
to follow the imposition of new 
Federal taxes next Wednesday. 
Large wholesalers report their 
business for last month was almost 
double that of August of last year 
and 30 to 40 per cent higher than 
three months ago. 
They point out that the boom is 
greater even than that of June, 
1940, when sales increased heavi- 
ly because of consumers’ anticipa- 
tion of new defense taxes increas- 
ing the levy 75 cents a gallon to 
$3. The new law, increasing the 
tax to $4, with an additional floor 
tax, is expected to increase the 
price of quarts to consumers by 
25 cents. 
“Whether all is due to the new 
tax, or partly because of more peo- 
ple making money, we don't 
know,” said one wholesaler, “but 
business is certainly good.” 
The State Liquor Control office 
in Jefferson City reports that 
stamp sales to Missouri distilleries 
totaled $356,122 in August, an in- 
crease of $197,962 over the total 
in the corresponding month last 
year. This represents an increase 
of 247,453 gallons,.from 197,699 last 
year to 445,152 this year. 
St. Louis wholesalers bought 
229,312 gallons of liquor last month 


‘in comparison with 136,687 gal- 


lons in August, 1940, it is indi- 
cated by State tax records. 

State liquor officials said the in- 
crease “was undoubtedly because 
of consumers stocking’ up before 
the new tax becomes effective.” 


Thousands of Americans Buying 
Liquor Now. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 24 (AP).— 
Thousands of Americans have been 
stocking up on liquor so heavily 
Jately that the new higher liquor 
tax will not reach them for months 
to come. 
The Treasury revealed today that 
in August, for instance, the liquor 
industry withdrew 10,092,469 tax 
gallons of distilled spirits from 
warehouses, This was more than 
double the 4,847,967 gallons of the 
like month last year. 
The new tax law, effective Oct. 
1, increases the distilled spirits tax 
from $3 a gallon to $4 a gallon and 
levies a $1 floor tax on all liquor 
on hand in liquor-selling establish- 
ments Oct. 1. The new rates are 
expected to mean an increase of 
at least 25 cents a quart for con- 
sumers. 
Liquor production in August was 
9,881,044 gallons, about 3,000,000 
more than in the like month last 
year, Many distilleries are get- 
ting ready to turn their plants over 
to making pure alcohol. for 
various defense needs and are pil- 
ing up whisky stocks. .

FIANCE TOOK HER

She Tells Police Man Now

A warrant charging Dallas C. 
Duke, 37 years old, with embezzle- 
ment, was issued today by the Cir- 
cuit Attorney’s office on complaint 
of Miss Anna Backan, waitress in a 
downtown tavern, who told police 
Duke swindled her out of $2200 
in savings and two diamond rings 
valued at $600 after having prom- 
ised to marry her. 

Duke, brought here from War- 
rensburg, Mo., where he was 
arrested yesterday, admitted know- 
ing the waitress and having been 
attentive.to her, but denied taking 
her money or rings. He was held, 
pending presentation of the case to 
the grand jury. 

Miss Backan, about 30 years old, 
told Chief of Detectives John J. 
Carroll that she met Duke last 
spring and that in May, after they 
had decided to marry, they jointly 
rented a safe .deposit box at a 
mid-town bank. 

Miss Backan said most of her 
Savings were in defense bonds and 
stamps, but that, at Duke’s in- 
stigation, she converted them into 
cash, which she put in the safe 
deposit box, along with the rings. 

In July, she said, Duke dis- 
appeared, and when she went to 
examine the box, it was empty. 
Duke told reporters at police 
headquarters that he suddenly left 
town when his estranged wife ap- 
peared on the scene. 

Police learned that his mother 
had a farm near Warrensburg, and 
he was arrested when he arrived 
there for a visit. Pawn tickets 
for two rings were found at the 
farmhouse, police said. 

Miss Backan lives at 3443 Miami 
street. It was the third case in 
which a woman complained of 
having been swindled by a male 
acquaintance which has come to 
police attention in the last two

Reports of a preliminary inves- 
tigation of the St. Louis milk situ- 
ation, made for the anti-trust divi- 
sion by Paul V. Ford and Gideon 
Schiller, are in the hands of Fed- 


eral officials. These reports em- 


|phasize the part piayed by the 


bottle exchange, together with the 
fact that no deposit on bottles is 
required from stores or home 
customers. 

The average cost of a quart 
bottle to the dairies is 5 cents, 
Bottle losses are, therefore, a seri- 
ous factor in milk cost, particu- 
larly to the smaller dairies. These 
losses were estimated, a few years 
ago, at $1250 a day. Some of the 
lesser dairy proprietors have com- 


plained that, because of heavy ex- 


pense of bottle replacements, they 
were merely “working for the 
glass companies.” 


1-Cent Deposit Removed. 


A i-cent deposit on bottles was 
required of stores up to six years 
ago, when the St, Louis Dairy Co. 
removed this charge and _ the 
others followed suit. 

The Milk Package Exchange, 
Inc., is a non-profit stock company. 
According to the Government’s in- 
formation, 51 per cent of its stock 
was owned or controlled by the 
Pevely Dairy Co. at the time the 
inquiry was made. It has seven 
directors, three from the major 
companies and four from the lesser 
concerns; however, the investiga- 
tors found, it has been controlled 
by the majors. 

Because of a feeling among some 
small dairy proprietors, that the 
exchange has not been sufficiently 
successful in recovering bottles for 
the smaller concerns, some of them 
have formed the St. Louis County 
Bottle Exchange, an independent 
agency. 

Possible Price Reduction. 


Estimates furnished to the in- 
vestigators have been to the effect 
that if bottle losses were ..elimi- 
nated by a deposit system, the 
price of milk.could be reduced by 
at least one cent a quart, and, the 
minor dairies would make more 
money than at present. 

Consumers’ organizations have 
suggested the use of paper con- 
tainers instead of bottles. This sug- 
gestion was rejected in a letter 
written by the Pevely Dairy Co. to 
Mrs. Marion Weir, representing 
the Consumers’ Council, on the 
ground that paper containers, 
usable only once, are more costly 
than glass, and that the present 
shortage and rising costs of paper 
would make such a change un- 
wise,

Trial Over Stolen $1395 
Mink Jacket. es

George W. Meletio, — of 
the Meletio Sea Food Co., was aé- 
quitted this afternoon, by a di- 


gene J. Sartorius’ court, of the 
charge of second-degree burglary 
and larceny, the theft of a $1395 
mink jacket from a show window 
of Leppert-Roos Fur Co., 919 Lo- 
cust street, early in the morning 
of Feb. 7 last. ° 

Judge Sartorius gave his direc- 
tions for acquittal to the jury after 
testimony for both the prosecution 
and defense had been heard. Evi- 
dence was completed late yester- 
day. The court sustained a de- 
murrer filed by Melitio’s lawyer, 
Paul Dillon. 

The demurrer set forth that the 
State had made no showing of 
evidence to substantiate the 
charge, had failed to connect Mele- 
tio with the breaking of the glass 
in the show window or the remov- 
al of the fur, and had failed to 
place him at the scene; also that 
the defense had shown conclusive- 
ly that Meletio could not have been 
at the downtown corner, having 
left his home in Clayton only se,y- 
en minutes before the time named 
by the State as that of the roh- 
bery. The defendant yesterday gave 
his account of the circumstances 
of his arrest. ‘ 

Taking the witness stand, 
Meletio, 41 years old, testified he 
found the mink jacket lying in 
the street on Twelfth boulevard 
just north of Olive street as he 
was driving to work in a company 
truck. He said he picked up the 
jacket intending to turn it over to 
police when he reached his place 
of business, 

Witnesses for the State identi- 
fied the fur-piece found in 
Meletio’s possession as the one 
stolen after the window had been 
smashed, Police testified they had 
noticed a truck of the Meletio 
company parked in front of the 
fur store shortly before the bur- 
glar alarm sounded. 

Patrolman William Newman told 
the jury he arrested Meletio at 
Twelfth and Washington avenue a 
few minutes after receiving a 
radio report of the burglary. He 
said he found the mink jacket 
thrown over a suitcase on the floor 
of the truck. Next to it was an 
iron bar three feet long. Newman 
said Meletio replied “I don’t know 
anything about it,” wheli, he was 
questioned about, the jacket. 

Meletio testified policemen were 
very abusive at the time of the ar- 
rest and quoted one officer as say- 
ing “I ought to shoot you” when 
he denied stealing the jacket. 

Meletio’s wife, Mrs. Eve Meletio, 
corroborated his testimony that he 
left their apartment at 7570 Well- 
ington way, Clayton, at 1:30 a. m. 
Feb. 7, just 20 minutes before his 
arrest. She said she gave him a 
suitcase to bring home some work 
clothes for laundering. Silas Camp- 
bell, a Negro janitor, testified he 
saw Meletio driving away from his 
home about 1:30 a. m. the day of 
the burglary. The burglar alarm 
at the fur store sounded at 1:37 
a. m., police said.

minal suggestion, unless the two 
plans were worked out together. 

It is important, he added, that 
the city be ready with a detailed 
plan for use of the underground 
portion of the memorial, so it can 
be submitted to the Park Service 
at the proper time. 

“Failure to take into account a 
practical and essential use of the 
sub-surface of this 80-acre site ad- 
joining the business district,” he 
said, “will, in my opinion, result 
in incalulable harm to the city, 
which can never thereafter be 
rectified.” 

Such a terminus, he continued, 
would help to lessen traffic con- 
gestion in the downtown district, 
since street cars which are now 
forced to loop around the down- 
town blocks for their return runs 
could simply run into the ter- 
minal, and private cars parked 
there would decrease parking on 
the downtown streets. 

The Mayor also announced that

Petain’s new ‘France will be a 
nation on entirely original lines, 
if one reads his program correct- 
ly. It will have nothing in com- 
mon with Nazism or Fascism, but 
at the same time will constitute 
a nation entirely different from 
the defunct republic. It will. be 
a mixture of traditional France 
and a strong spice of social re- 


forms. 
Three Phases. 

The’ Marshal’s addresses in Sa- 
voy expounded three separate 
phases: France’s new labor char- 
ter, new Constitution and new po- 
litical subdivision. 

i. Labor Charter: It is to be 
recalled that since the suppression 
of syndicates in France, last July, 
French workers have had practi- 
cally no statutes to safeguard 
their rights, except purely expert- 
mental codes. 

Under the old system, French 
workers could hardly co-operate 
with employers, as both sides were 
grouped into syndicates whose only 
contact with each other was com- 
bative. 

As outlined by Petain, the main 
principle of his social reforms will 
most likely embody an ambitious 
suppression of class struggle. This 
will be achieved by fusion of work- 
ers and employers of each indi- 
vidual trade in joint committees 
wherein they can discuss mutual 
interests. 

In his reterences to these mixed 
committees, Marshal Petain used 
the word “corporation”—which re- 
calls the social system before the 
French revolution.

How the country, that is, unoc- 
cupied France, will accept .these 
changes may be discerned from the 
popularity of the chief of state. 
It is felt that it will be relatively 
easy for the esteemed Petain to 
convince the people of unoccupied 
France that his project is for the 
good of France. 

Things are different in the occu- 
pied zone, where the Marshal’s ef- 
forts in all endeavors continue to 
be handicaped and often labeled 
reactionary against Nazi methods. 
Articulate of this critical point of 
view is Guy Crouzet, who writes in 
the Nouveaux Times of Paris: 

“After all, power can't be dele 
gated except by the people itself. 
This delegation is hardly clear in 
Vichy’s projected constitution.” 

It is urged by those close to the 
Vichy administration that; in view 
of his immense popularity as evi- 
denced by his Savoyard reception, 
Petain should make more such 
trips throughout the unoccupied 
zone.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24 (AP).— 
Nicholas Schenck, president of 
Loew’s, Inc., testified today that 
the Federal. Government had no 
part in producing or distributing 
the motion picture “Land of Liberty” 
which an Idaho theater owner de- 
clined to show because he charged 
it contained propaganda. 

Schenck told a Senate subcom- 
mittee that Maurice Saffle, Loew’s 
branch manager at Seattle, was 
mistaken and “overzealous” inj 
writing Fulton Cook, theater own- 
er at St. Marys, Idaho, that the 
Government had requested the 
names of exhibitors who refused 
to show the picture and that the 
Government was sharing in the 
profits from the film. 

The film was assembled by the 
movie industry, the witness said, 
to be shown for patriotic purposes, 
with all receipts to go to -charity. 
“Some of that money could go 
to Bundles for Britain, then, 
couldn’t it?” asked Chairman D. 
Worth Clark (Dem.), Idaho. 
Schenck said an advance was 
made to that cause, anticipating 
a later accounting of profits. 
“Was any of the money sent to 
the starving people of occupied 
and unoccupied France?” Clark 
pressed. 

Schenck replied that, as a mem- 
ber of the committee that would 
dispose of the profits, he said he 
had not given any thought to that 
yet. 


Did Not Fire Manager.

The shipping strike, he said, had 
been certified by the Labor De- 
partment to the National Defense 
Mediation Board.

He disclosed that the Pink Star, 
which was under Panamanian reg- 
istry, was armed and was in a 
Canadian-escorted convoy when 
sunk by a submarine Friday night 
about 275 miles northeast of the 
southern tip of Greenland. The 
ship, he added, was bound for 
‘Iceland with a general cargo. (Pre- 
vious reports said the ship was 
headed for the United Kingdom.) 

Although he later described the 
sinking of the Pink Star as just 
another incident, he used it as a 
text for broader remarks on na- 
tional defense. It was obvious that 
he was working up to an important 
announcement, 


Question of Amount. 


Ships, he said, were being 
rapidly provided with the means 
of self-defense; how much de- 
fense they should have was a 
pending question. In other words, 
if we look at a sinking from the 
point of view of each little detail 
we tend to overlook the main ob- 
jective which is national defense. 


The world, he continued solemn- 
ly, is facing the most outrageous 
movement in all recorded history; 
a certain group of people is trying 
to dominate the world and Con- 
gress has made it clear that tKis 
country wants to help those people 
who are fighting that group, and 


help them and also to prevent the 
dictators from getting a foothold 
where they can threaten us. 


The shipping lanes, he declared, 
will be kept open to satisfy the 
needs of England and other coun- 
tries in munitions and foodstuffs;

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Italians Report Two Enemy Ships 
Sunk by Planes, Submarine. 
ROME, Sept. 24 (AP).—lItatian 
planes sank a 2500-ton armed 
steamer and seriously damaged a 
1000-ton vessel in an attack on a 
British convoy in the Mediterrane- 
an, the high command announced 
today. 

It reported also that a 12,000- 
ton oil tanker was torpedoed and 
isunk in the Eastern Mediterranean 
by an Italian submarine. 

The communique repeated pre- 
vious claims that Italian motor 
torpedo boats had sunk four Brit- 
ish ships in the harbor of Gibrai- 
tar. Three of the vessels were 
identified by name—the tankers 
Fiona Shell and Dunby Dale and 
the freighter Durham. 

(The British have denied the 
Italian claims, asserting that oniy 
an old hulk was sunk.) 

The British air force raided Ben- 
gasi, Homs and Misurata in forays 
along the North African coast, but 
two of the raiders were reported 
shot down in flames, Five persons 
were killed and seven injured in 
Misurata.

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Military Encirclement, Economic Penetration 
and Espionage Described As Preliminary 
Steps To Armed Attack When Islands Gain 
Independence From U. S.

REALISTIC approach to Japanese encroachment in the Philip- 
pines is presented in the current issue of Pacific Affairs, quar- 
terly publication of the Institute of Pacific Relations, in an article 


appropriately entitled “Third Conquest of the Philippines” by a young 
Filipino economist engaged in a study of Japanese”economic penetra- 


tion there. 


The author, who employs the pen name of S. P. Vak Jr., recapitu- 
lates practical.evidence of what he regards as a thoroughly organized 
and functioning plan of infiltration preliminary to a military attack 
at the strategic moment when the Philippines attain political inde- 
pendence, Progress of the “China incident,” he observes, is watched 
with. foreboding by everyone and ig affecting prospects for inde- 


pendence. 


Japan, adhering to a methodical 
course of action, he says, gained 
tactical control of the French and 
British sea lane to the East Indies 
with the seizure of Hainan Is- 
land, at the gateway to French 
Indo-China. Subsequent seizure 
of the Spratley Islands brought Ja- 
pan. near to encirclement of the 
Philippines, which lie directly on 
her path to Netherlands Indies, 
placed the islands in the orbit as- 
signed to the Imperial Navy. 

“The strategic .importance of 
Netherlands Indies,” Vak writes, 
“lies in the rich store of oil and 
other raw materials which Japan 
needs for her vast program of im- 
perialistic conquests. It is imper- 
ative, therefore, that Japan’s path 
to her goal must be cleared of any 
possible obstacle. 


Philippines an Obstacle. 


“The first obstacle, for the pres- 
ent, is the Philippines under 
American sovereignty. To cope 
with this, Japan's technique is one 
of economic penetration, taking 
full advantage of the strategic 
hold she already has in the Philip- 
pines on rich agricultural lands, 
extensive forest wealth, valuable 
mineral ores and abundant catches 
of fish. Peaceful penetration long 
ago gave the Japanese an inti- 
mate knowledge of the sea and the 
archipelago, from the Batanes Is- 
lands to Sulu.” 

Japanese export trade to the is- 
lands—with a 16,000,000 population 
—has averaged 23,000,000 pesos for 
10 years, although Japan’s  in- 


: 


vasion of China cut it 21 per cent 
in 1939 partly. as the result of 4 
boycott by Filipinos and local 
Chinese, he finds, | 

“Not all Japanese activities in 
the Philippines are so vulnerable,” 
Vak warns, disclosing that the 
Japanese have offset customs bar- 
riers by establishing in the islands 
factories for goods in demand 
locally and for export to Hawaii 
and the United States. They also 
have exploited natural resources 
presumably reserved for Filipino 
citizens. 

“The law requiring that 60 per 
cent of the capital stock of cor~ 
porations engaged in the exploita- 
tion of natural resources should 
belong to Filipino or American 
citizens does not really mean a 
thing,” he points out, “because Fili- 
pinos in business and society have 
been used as dummies of Jap- 
anese capital. Americans also 
have lent their services to thig 
form of economic penetration, 
Heavy Japanese investments have 
gone into breweries, soft drinks, 
dairies, home furnishings, pottery, 
rubber products, cotton _ textiles, 
bicycle manufacturing, dessicated 
oil, confectioneries and so forth.”

A COMMUNITY DISGRACE. 

“The worst in the country.” 

Sueh is the building trades situation in St. Louis 
in relation to defense production, in the considered 
judgment of Merrill C, Meigs, chief of the aircraft 
branch of the Office of Production Management. 

On a visit to the Curtiss-Wright plant at Lambert- 
St. Louis Field yesterday afternoon, Mr., Meigs told 
the Post-Dispatch: : 

It has been necessary to take the contract for 
army transport planes, amounting to $2,000,000 

a month, away from St. Louis and to transfer it 

to Buffalo because of the delays in finishing the 

Curtiss-Wright plant here, which is three to four 

months behind schedule. , 

We don’t know the issues; we only know the 
results. Hitler doesn’t wait for settlement of 
such disputes. 

The OPM aircraft chief says he does not know the 
issues. St. Louis knows them too well. The delay 
at this vital defense plant has been caused by such 
things as indefensible jurisdictional disputes and 
the breaking of union contracts, by such persons as 
“Buck” Newell and his barefaced racketeering. 

Newell thumbed his nose at defense production, 
responsible trade unionism and public opinion when 
he called four key workers off the Curtiss-Wright 
construction job last June. The union contract 
required that whenever five hoisting engineers were 
employed, a master mechanic and a helper would 
also be hired. If, as the contractor said, there is vir- 
tually no work for these extra men, the provision 
for their employment is in itself a piece of racket- 
eering. 

But “Buck” Newell, as business agent of the AFL 
Hoisting Engineers, did not wait until he had five 
hoisters on the job. He called them out when he 
had only four. He had counted in a fireman in 
order to demand that a mechanic and a helper be 
employed—a demand which the construction project 
had rejected. 

Before Newell threw his monkey wrench into con- 
struction at the airplane factory, Col. William F. 
Volandt of the Army Air Corps informed the St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce that “jurisdictional 
disputes and union regulations regarding shift 
work” had “seriously delayed completion of the 
plant.” Basing his warning on the labor situation, 
Col. Volandt said that the St. Louis area might be 
left out of any plans for future expansion of air- 
craft plants as a result of the delays. 

Because organized labor has allowed itself to be 
browbeaten by “Buck” Newell and his kind, because 
the AFL has failed to cleanse itself of the out- 
rageous jurisdictional dispute in which one craft 
fights another, St. Louis now becomes known as 
the community having the worst labor situation in 
the country in so far as building crafts are con- 
cerned. — 

Because local authorities have not been able to 
strike down these racketeers for the snakes they 
are, St. Louis loses a defense contract whose im- 
portance can be judged from the fact that it amounts 
to $24,000,000 a year in army transport planes. 

This is a community disgrace. 

It is enough to make every. St. Louisan hang his 
head in shame for his city and its failure to measure 
up to the nation’s vital defense needs. 

Mr. Meigs, it is true, has generalized and used 
the superlative in doing so. But what essential dif- 
ference would there be between “the worst” and 
“one of the worst”? How much better would it be 
for St. Louis to be “almost the worst’’? 

The undeniable and bitter fact is -that the St. 
Louis area has allowed itself to be smeared by the 
‘racketeering of miscalled labor leaders—parasites 
who have no interest in the trade union movement 
other than as a means for ruthless personal gain. 

This has gone on far too long. 

It is long past time to run out every parasite just 
as “Czar” Nick was at last run out.

A CALL FOR EVEN-HANDED JUSTICE. 

A strange difference in the handling of &moke vio- 
lations was on view yesterday in the City courts. 
The Schaeffer Bros. & Powell Manufacturing Co., on 
a plea of guilty, was fined $175 on seven charges, but 
the fine was stayed on recommendation of the Smoke 
Commissioner’s office. In another court, Edward 
Smith, Negro coal peddler, was fined $100 and costs, 
the maximum, for possession of illegal coal. Smith’s 
fine’ was not stayed. The excuse given for staying 
the manufacturing company’s fine was that its vio- 
lations had been caused by a defective valve in the 
draft ventilation system and the condition had been 
corrected as quickly as possible. Yet the violations 
extended over a period of nearly three months—from 
April 7 to July 1. 

It was explained by the Smoke Commissioner’s 
office that the reason for the slap on the wrist ad- 
ministered to the Schaeffer company .was that, in the 
case of smoke violations by business firms, recom- 
mendations for Jeniency are made because the main 
objective of the city is not to punish but to educate 
such firms and to seek their co-operation in elimi- 
nating smoke. But the Smoke Commissioner’s office 
cannot apply the kindly educating policy in one case 
and the ctack-down policy in another. It cannot 
properly stay fines in the case of industries and

MR. HENDERSON’S ADMISSION. 

Price Administrator Leon Henderson made a 
startling admission before the House Banking Com- 
mittee yesterday during his testimony in favor of 
the price control bill, It is an admission that the 
administration is too timid to face one of the serious 
problems involved in preventing a dangerous infla- 
tion. 

The inquiry. had turned to wage increases. Some 
committee members were concerned because the 
bill, which would place a ceiling over prices, has 
no provision to check an inflationary rise In wages. 
Their concern is justified. Wages are one of the 
most important elements of the price structure, and 
the wage level is rising. —. 

Records of the Bureau of Labor Statistics show 
an alarming trend. Although the cost of living, up 
7.5 per cent since the start of the war, is soaring, 
weekly income of workers in manufacturing indus- 
tries, where much defense production is concen- 
trated, has skyrocketed. These earnings, up 32 per 
cent, have increased more than four times as much 
as the cost of living. 

Yet how does the administration intend to pre- 
vent inflation in this sector of the price structure? 
By voluntary agreement, Henderson replies, the very 
method that has failed so dismally in every other 
instance where it was tried. : 

If the administration is going to pussyfoot on this 
important part of the price control program, its 
efforts to prevent inflation will be a tragic failure. 
The experience of England, which tried voluntary 
wage controls, testifies to that fact. 

Summarizing Great Britain’s experience, A. Wyn 
Williams wrote recently in the New Republic: 

“Price control cannot be effective if it is a matter 
of patchwork edicts haphazardly applied to separate 
segments of the price structure. To be successful, 
control must be applied to the whole structure ... 
lest the uncontrolled part witiate the effort in the 
uncontrolled. Wages must be recognized to be a 
part of the price structure.” 

Our own experience with voluntary price controls, 
the experience of England, the testimony of experts 
like Bernard Baruch, all condemn the policy Mr. 
Henderson outlined as fatally inadequate. Only the 
other day, Baruch told the committee flatly that a 
price ceiling. must include wages. 

Obviously, if inflation, and no one suffers from 
it more than the wage-earner, is really to be checked, 
a more effective tontrol must be placed over wages 
than “voluntary agreement.” 
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. A DISTINGUISHED EDITOR. 

Lee Foster Hartman, who’died yesterday, became 
editor of Harper’s Magazine in 1931. His 10-year 
span in the editorial chair was a short one in terms 
of the editorship of one of his predecessors, Henry 
Mills Alden, who edited Harper’s from 1869 to 1919, 
a full half-century. Yet Mr. Hartman directed his 
magazine long enough to win for himself a perma- 
nent place among our great periodical journalists. 

In Hartman’s hands, Harper’s became the most 
provocative monthly in the country. Accepting the 
economic depression as a great social force to be 
carefully reported, accurately weighed and intel- 
ligently appraised, Mr. Hartman’s magazine moved 
with the times and often forged ahead of them. Issue 
after issue, he made: it challenging, daring and in- 
formative. Many articles which he assigned or 
accepted anticipated later events, so that Harper’s 
readers have in many instancés had a preview of 
the future. : 

The 1931-41 file of Harper’s Magazine is a lasting 
monument to its unassuming editor, Lee Hartman. 
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A FEDERAL INQUIRY INTO MILK. 

It is reassuring news for consumers to learn that 
an inquiry into St. Louis milk prices and marketing 
practices is to be launched by two agencies of the 
Federal Government: ‘ the Anti-Trust Division of 
the Department of Justice and the United States 
Attorney’s office. Another Federal instrumentality 
may be asked to step into the picture, for the offi- 
cials now going into action say that if the facts they 
gather seem to warrant the step, they will lay their 
evidence before the next Federal grand jury. ‘ 

/There are many unanswered questions about the 
two l1-cent price increases imposed by the dafries 
this summer. The coming investigation-of monopoly 
and price-fixing charges may be expected to answer 
all or most of them. Citizens who have information 
as to milk prices will\be performing a public serv- 
ice by accepting the invitation of Lyle L. Jones Jr., 
Anti-Trust Division attorney, and District Attorney 
Blanton to lay the facts before them. 

The dairies also should welcome the chance to 
clear themselves of-any unfounded charges, and to 
justify the price increases, if they can do so, by 
laying their cards on the table. No matter what the 
inquiry shows, or fails to show; the atmosphere 
will be cleared by having’ the whole complex milk 
situation thoroughly investigated. 
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SPEED ON THE AMMUNITION PLANT. 

Those in charge of the Bircher-Goodfellow am- 
munition plant hope to have “token production” un- 
der way tomorrow when Gen, Brehon Somervell, 
chief of cdnstruction in’ the office of the Quarter- 
master General, and a group of OPM representa- 
tives will be here for a topr of inspection.

“The court has continued to lose 
ground during the last year and 
the present flood of condemnation 
cases threatens to increase time 
for reaching trial materially if ad- 
ditiona] judicial help is not pro- 
vided. 

“During the past year 758 civil 
cases were filed, of which 357 were 
condemnation suits, while but 493 
cases were terminated, showing a 
loss for the year of 265 cases. 
Sixty per cent of the civil cases 
pending on June 30 were proceed- 
ings brought by the Government 
to condemn land. Forty per cent 
of the civil cases at issue more 
than six months at the end of the 
fiscal year were in this category. 
Four railroads are in reorganiza- 
tion in this district and these cases 
take a substantial amount of the 
court’s time, 

“The criminal cases are given 
preference and generally speaking 
the criminal docket is handled as 
promptly as the United States At- 
torney’s Office can prepare its 
cases.” 


Pending in Senate Committee. 


A bill for creation of the addi- 
tional judgeship passed the House 
this session despite the statement 
of Federal Judge Charles B. Davis 
that another Judge was not need- 
ed.

They draw crowds of thousands 
to hear men like Charles A. Lind- 
bergh, Burton K. Wheeler, Gerald 
Nye, ‘Hamilton Fish, Norman 
Thomas; or, on the administra- 
tion’s side, people like Wendell 
Willkie, Dorothy Thompson, Claude 
Pepper, Herbert Agar, Lewis Mum- 
ford. 

The big rallies usually bear the 
name of one of the two big com- 
mittees—the America First . Com- 
mittee (anti-administration) or the 
Committee to Defend America (pro- 
administration). 

The smaller groups have less fre- 
quent rallies, for running a big 
meeting is expensive. 

The Keep America Out of War 
Congress swings a major rally at 
intervals, especially during its an- 
nuial Memorial day meetings in 
Washington. The six field workers 
of its affiliated Youth Committee 
Against War work to add new sup- 
porters to ‘their list of affiliates in 
some 200 colleges. Fight for Free- 
dom is active in colleges, too. 

The pacifist groups, comparative- 
ly poor, with their membership 
thinly scattered across the land, 
concentrate more On small meet- 
ings. Their aim is to strengthen 
each other in beliefs which are 
barely tolerated in times like these; 
and to give aid to conscientious ob- 
jectors to military service. 

But each Thursday noon, at 
Broad and Beaver streets in the 
“/ financial district, the War Regis- 
ters League draws a hundred or 
more clerks and runners to a street 
meeting three years old, There, Abe 
Kaufman, a dark-haired, soft- 
voiced pacifist of Jewish descent, 
gives the age-old answer to the age- |4 
old question of non-pacifists: 

“We would not resist short of 
invasion; and .we would not resist 
invasion either.” 

He explains that the faith of his 
group is in civil disobedience and 
non-co-Operation with an aggres- 
sor, along the lines of Gandhi's 
resistance to British rule in India. 

The crowds on Fifth avenue, 
like the crowds at Broad and 
Beaver, have their own ideas about 
things. You can ‘hear the booing 
and the applause, You can hear 
the murmurs: “Nuts... says you 
-- + he’s right... give it to ’em. 

» - he makes me sick.” 

Occasionally a spectator shouts 
out his own views. If he persists, 
one of the policemen on guard 
comes over and quiets him. When 
the speakers fold up their ladder 
to move on to another corner, fu- 
rious debates break out ‘in the 
crowd. The police break it up with 
a little pushing and: “All right. 
Move along. Meetin’s over.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24. 
T ot 20 is a clowd on the horizon 


of some undercurrent discus- 

sion in Washington, as yet per- 
haps “no bigger than a man’s 
hand.” But it broke in the public 
prints recently in one of the philo- 
sophical discussions of Mr. Walter 
Lippmann to some such effect as 
this: “Isn't it time to reconsider 
whether we néed a ‘mass’ army 
and didn’t we make a mistake in 
the panic following the French 
collapse in assuming that we need 
to equip and train a large land 
force?” 

The general argument, as I un- 
derstand’ it (not Mr. Lippmann 
alone) was that when we decided 
to rearm there was danger that 
the British navy might be wiped 
out and Japan seriously threaten 
us in the Pacific. Therefore we 
plunged to conscription and the 
creation of a modern army of 1i,- 
500,000 men to defend our shores 
and against any attack on this 
hemisphere. Now that these dan- 
gers have passed, isn’t it time to 
whittle down our army plans? 


Favors Sufficient ‘Army. 


As far as this column is con- 
cerned, it never did believe in any 
danger of the elimination of the 
British fleet nor any Japanese 
naval combination threatening our 
shores in the Pacific. Above all, 
it has constantly argued that the 
threat of any great modern over- 
seas land expeditionary force to 
the shores of the Americas was 
ridiculously absurd—with one qual- 
ification, that we promptly train 
a reasonable modern army suffi- 
ciently equipped to prevent a sud- 
den incursion with such superior 
armored and armed squipment and 
training as to make mere numbers 
of bow-and-arrow troops of no 
avail. P 

The great rich and powerful em- 
pires of Mexico and Peru were 
taken by Cortez and Pizarro with 
a few platoons of Spaniards and 
the disparity between the equip- 
ment they used and the ‘arrows, 
obsidian axes and cotton armor of 
the Incas and, Aztecs was scarcely 
greater than that between Hitler's 
panzer troops and our ancient 
equipment. At the beginning of our 
land armament effort, we’ were too 
far behind Nazi military develop- 
ments to see them with a. tele- 
scope. We are still nearly as far 
behind although progress is accel- 
erating. 

Getting into a “position in readi- 
ness” for whatever may happen is 
no slight task. It takes intermina- 
ble training and education with 
modern arms and we do not yet 
have the arms to do the training. 
Any kind of safe and decent estab- 
lishment requires reserves of at 
least partly trained troops and we 
are only now and very ‘slowly be 
ginning to build up those reserves. 

Furthermore, we don’t know in 
what direction our land forces 
must be used. Alreqdy by under- 
taking a tremendous expansion of 
far-flung outposts from the Philip- 
pines to Iceland we have imposed 
demands on our army that require 
multiplication of its man-power, It 
is a hell of a time to talk about 
cutting it down. | 

One doesn’t need to. speculate 
very long or burn much midnight 
oil to discover what is behind this 
suggestion. It is a hope that 
greater and greater proportions of 
our own increasing stream of mili- 
tary production may be diverted 
from our own land defenses and 


to Russia—regardiess of its effect 
on our own saféty—come what 


may. 

We ought not to do that. This 
isa world of excursions and alarms. 
Nations fight on one side today and 
on another tomorrow. Civilization 
abroad has degenerated into bar- 
barism and banditry. Prudent aid 
in our own best interest is one 
thing. Stripping ourselves of a suf- 
ficient modern defense against 
anything that may happen is quite 
— — 
be indi arming po 
tial enemies. Let’s do ‘the best we 
can on all fronts, but let’s not for- 
get the home front. It is our first

Thinks Fight for Four 
Freedoms Should Be 
Made in That City, In- 
stead of in Europe. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Sept. 24 (AP). 
~—Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, assailed President Roose- 
velt’s foreign policies last night 
—— a crowd that overflowed 
into the street. 

He spoke at the Metropolitan 
Theater after the Eagles’ lodge 
canceled the America First Com- 
mittee’s reservation of its big audi- 
torium, The crowd filled the thea- 


ter’s 1700 seats and as Many more us. 


heard the address by loudspeaker 
outside, 

Wheeler's. declarations that 
United States interests lay in keep- 
ing out of Europe’s conflict drew 
frequent applause from the crowd, 
with only an occasional protesting 
boo from the gallery, where police 
were posted in the aisles. 

Referring to the opposition to 
his appearance here, he said: “I 
begin to think that instead of go- 
ing ovér to Europe to fight for the 
four freedoms, We ought to come 
to Seattle and fight for the four 
freedoms here.” 

Earlier he predicted a depression 
would follow the present war 
“which will make the last one look 
like a pink tea by comparison.” 

“I hate to think what is going 
to happen to these big coastal 
cities when the war is over,” he 
said. “They've drawn in the work- 
ers by the tens of thousands from 
the Middle West.” . 

Wheeler said some Montana 
husiness men had chided him over 
his stand against Roosevelt’s poli- 
cies, expressing the opinion it had 
kept war industries from his 
State. 

“I told him we'd be better off in 
the long run,” he asserted. “We'll 
have less trouble adjusting our- 
selves to conditions after the war.” 


Nye Says Interventionists Have 
Redefined Monroe Doctrine. 

NEWARK, N. J., Sept. 24 (AP). 
Senator Nye (Rep.), North Da- 
kota, said last night that American 
interventionists had redefined the 
Monroe Doctrine and had “won 
isolation by seeking for and ask- 
ing for trouble.” 

He told an America First Com- 
mittee rally that “as construed by 
American leadership today, the 
Monroe Doctrine is an instrument 
which forbids non-Americans any 
interference on the American con- 
tinent but which permits America 
to interfere anywhere in the 
world. It becomes now, in the 
hands of interventionists, an in- 
strument to invite trouble for our- 
selves.” 

The policy of the intervention- 
ists, he. said, “has all but com- 
pletely isolated the United States.” 
After tha war, he forecast, “we 
shall doubtless find that Great 
Britain has all our cargo-carrying 
ships, continuous control of all the 
sea lanes, her own trade intact, 
while we have abandoned ours and 
are without the shipping capacity 
needed to undertake renewal of 
our lost foreign trade.” 


90 Americans Sign Statement Op- 
posing Religion as Issue. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 24 (AP). — 
fullest freedom of debate on na- 
tional policy without any efforts 
“to pit religion against religion, 
race against race” is urged in a 
statement signed by 90 Americans, 
including Wendell Willkie, Alf M. 
Landon and Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt.

tional Conference of Christians 
and Jews, says such attempts are 
“a betrayal of the treasured tradi- 
tions of our democracy” and as-

“Adoption” meant that Mrs. 
Nehrkorn took over personal su- 
pervision of his leaves, arranged 
picnics, introduced him to girls, 
and gave him the run of her home. 

He was also given to understand 
that her twin 32-year-old. sons, 
Raymond and Leroy, who operate 
an East St. Louis garage, were 
to be regarded as brothers, and 
could be called on at any time for 
brotherly aid and advice.

Japanese craft, plying from 
Formosa to Jolo in disregard of 
international treaties, are reported 
almost daily in the papers as 
“forced to seek shelter,” he writes, 
while customs agents regularly 
find islets stocked with contra- 
band goodg from Japan. 


Japan has heavy investments in 
iron and manganese properties, he 
continues, while she has imported 
from the Philippines, often illegal- 
ly, a large portion of timber need- 
ed in Japan for construction, fuel, 
paper and rayon manufacture. 
The islands’ fishing indtstry, he 
states, is controlléd by the Japa- 
nese, 75 per cent of fish marketed 
being caught either by Japanese 
fishermen or boats owned by the 
Japanese. Large alien fishing 
fleets, he writes, operate in defi- 
ance of laws defining fishing 
rights, 

Many poaching ships have en- 
abled Japanese to enter the coun- 
try illegally and undetected, Vak 
says, thousands landing on the 
small islands of the Palawan 
group. In the province of Davao 
lurks a threat to the political sta- 
bility of the Philippines, he points 
out, for there “18,000 Japanese are 
concentrated in an area where 
they have control of the industrigl, 
agricultural, commercial and po- 
litical life of the people.” Japa- 
nese colonization of Davao began 
during the first decade of Amer- 
ican rule, resulted in organization 
of nearly 100 corporations to ex- 
ploit natural resources before en- 
actment of the Public Land Act 
by the Philippine Legislature in 
1919. 


Turning from Japan’s economic 
stake in the islands, Vak cites 
“unmistakable signs of a military 
action southward.” Intensive prop- 
aganda and espionage has been 
conducted in the islands under di- 
rection of the Tokyo Foreign Of- 
fice and Army Intelligence Serv- 
ice, he says, beginning with the 
appearance of Japanese peddlers 
after the Russo-Japanese war. 
Until 1938, he adds, Japanese car- 
penters were employed by the 
United States Army and Navy. 


Japanese photographers abound, 
he relates, telling of occasions 
when they have been detected tak- 
ing pictures on military reserva- 
tions. A Japanese Army officer, 
posing as a fisherman, was arrest- 
ed at Samar in 1939, but has since 
disappeared. Semi-secret societies, 
often under the guise of legitimate 
organizations, he says, actually 
serve as aumiliaries to the Japa- 
nese espionage system. 

“Arms have actually been 
caught smuggled by the Japanese 
into the islands,” Vak writes, “ex- 
plosives have been stored in un- 
inhabited islands and seciuded 
places. Groups of ‘students’ from 
a school for spies in Shanghai 
come to the islands from time to 
time. There are two radio sta- 
tions operated secretly by Japa- 
nese. Plantations and grazing

BY SERB REBELS 


Insurgents to Surrender 
or Be Bombed Out of 
Mountain Hideouts. 


ZAGREB, Sept. 24 (AP)—One 
hundred and five Croat army men, 
including six officers, have been 


killed by Serbian outlaws who de- 
fied an ultimatum by the Nazi- 
controlled government of Serbia 
to come out of their mountain 
hideouts willingly or be bombed 
out, it was learned last night. 

News of these disorders in dis- 
membered Yugoslavia came after 
disclosure of the execution of 50 
persons in Croatia as so-called in- 
stigators of the recent Zagreb Tele- 
phone Exchange bombing. 

The ultimatum to the outlaws 
known as Cetnici was issued by 
Field Marsha) Milan Nedic, the 
Serbian Premier, who told them 
refusal to surrender might mean 
civil war. Instead of complying, 
more Serbs were reported stream- 
ing to the mountains to join the 
Cetnici. 

German occupying forces, ac- 
cording to informants here, sent 
another ultimatum tq the recal- 
citrant Serbs, indicating their in- 
tention to take a hand in quelling 
the uprisings. 

It was recalled here that the 
new Serbian Government has been 
permitted to build a small army 
of undisclosed strength. 

Some well-posted quarters here 
believed that Marshal Nedic, in 
co-operation with the Germans, 
now would order his troops to 
move against the Cetnici, who 
make nightly forays from moun- 
tain fastnesses. 

Four Croatian Ustachis were re- 
ported killed by Italians near Mos- 
tar. 
The Ustachis, members .of the 
Croatian official party, were shot 
as they emerged from a forest near 
Mostar, which is under Italian rule, 
accounts received here said.

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HURRICANE HTS 
HOUSTON, LOS 
INTHE MILLIONS 


Texas City Caught Unpre- 
pared by Veering Storm 
—$1,700,000 Damage 
to Rice Crop. 


HOUSTON, Tex., Sept. 24 (AP). 
—A hurricane headed toward 
Northwestern Louisiana today after 
unexpectedly hitting Houston, 
Texas’ largest city. 

Three persons were dead and 
many injured. Damage was in 
millions of dollars. 

The storm moved toward an area 


between Natchitoches, La. and 
Shreveport, La., but its velocity 
was diminishing from the 77-mile- 
an-hour speed at which it hit Hous- 
ton. 

The city, caught by surprise 
after the Weather Bureau yester- 
day afternoon predicted it was 
safe, was without electric power 
in some sections and had a low 
water pressure. 

Pumping Plants Closed. 

Only one steam-operated pump- 
ing plant was able to function. 
Others, electrically operated, shut 
down when the current went off. 
They were expected to resume 
service soon. 

Houses and buildings were un- 
roofed, flimsy structures were 
blown down, streets were flooded. 
Plate-glass windows in downtown 
stores were shattered. Main street 
was eight inches under water in 
some spots. 

Eight hundred Texas defense 
guardsmen assisted the police in 
preventing looting. 

F. Marx, a home defense troop- 
er on patrol duty, was showered 
with diamonds from a shattered 
window in a jewelry store. 

Refugees in Coliseum. 

Twenty trucks from Ellington 
Field, 17 miles from Houston, on 
the Galveston highway, carried 
residents to the city Coliseum, 

which housed 5000 persons. 

Two hundred more refugees were 
at the City Auditorium. Others 
took shelter in various public build- 
ings. 

Fifteen truckloads of shattered 
plate glass windows of downtown 
stores were picked up by city 
workers. 

The Olympiad Athletic Stadium, 
valued at $30,000 was demolished. 

Officials estimated the rice crop 
alone suffered $1,700,000 damage. 

Of the three persons killed, two 
were electrocuted and a seaman 
washed into the gulf from a 
tanker. 

At the height of the hurricane, 
destructive tides lashed the coast 
from Corpus Christi to the Louis- 
iana line. Piers fronting fashion- 
able homes were damaged in Gal- 
veston Bay. ; 

Army Camp Deserted. 

Camp Hulen was deserted, except 
for a few service troops, and the 
coastal communities, all with 
previous hurricane experience, 

boarded up. 

No serious damage was reported 
to army camps in the storm area— 
Camp Wallace, Camp Hulen and 
Ellington Field. 

Seabrook, on the gulf coast 25 
miles from Houston, was buffeted 
by tremendous breakers and the 
highway leading to that town was 
under five feet of water. Telephone 
service in that area was out. 

The famous Galveston sea wall, 
built after the tidal wave of 1900 
which killed 10,000 persons, was 
reported to have withstood the bat- 
tering of the heaviest sea in the 
last 10 years.

Economical Menus

Make the most of the rosy apple 
while it is cheap, sound and plenti- 
ful in the markets. Nutritionally 
speaking, apples have a small 
amount of vitamin A and a good 
supply of vitamin C. Their vita- 
min C content deteriorates as soon 
as they are picked, but the loss is 
less rapid at lower temperature, 
Therefore, it is advisable to keep 
apples that are not to be used im- 
mediately in a cool place—the re- 
frigerator if possible. To preserve 
vitamin C content during cooking, 
cook apples quickly and serve 


.cooked apple dishes immediately 


since cooked foods lose vitamin C 
content on standing. Do not peel 
apples except when peelings would 
be objectionable, for much of the 
food value is right under the skin. 

Let the children munch on raw 
apples: they will not spoil appe- 
tites. Serve the raw fruit as a 
simple luncheon dessert and in sal- 
ads; serve them cooked as sauce; 
baked in puddings; and with sweet 
potatoes and pork.

Dropped stitch is the name com- 
monly given to what happens when 
a person bends over to put a piece 
of paper in the wastebasket and 
is taken with a severe pain in the 
back which cuts the wind off.

Squeeze Play 
Gains Victory 
For Declarer 


West opened his fourth best club 
(the proper lead of partner’s bid 
suit). Hast won and promptly 
shifted to the ace and king of 
spades. When declarer’s queen 
dropped on the second round, East 
went back to the club suit, leading 
the ace. Declarer ruffed and, at 
this point, it was obvious that un- 
less something could be done about 
the losing diamond, the contract 
was hopeless. 

Now, as privileged spectators, I 
shall take you inside ‘the declarer’s 
mind and let you follow the simple 
processes of reasoning that took 
place. 

“Now, let me seé, what can I do 
with this pesky diamond loser of 
mine, aside from throwing it under 
the table? Is there any chance for 
a squeeze? Yes, if conditions are 
just right. What would these con- 
ditions be? Well, obviously, if one 
defender can hang on to three dia- 
monds to stop the suit, while the 
other merely keeps a high spade, 
there is not a thing I can do about 
it. But suppose one of the de- 
fenders started out with four dia- 
monds and four spades. The oth- 
er defender can hold only two dia- 
monds and, therefore, cannot stop 
the suit. Well, that’s my only 
chance, so I may as well play 
for it.” | 

Merely to analyze the situation 
was to play properly. Declarer led 
the ace of hearts, then a low heart 
to the jack, after which he ruffed 
a spade. This ruff, simple as it 
was, was the crucial play in that 
it prevented East from guarding 
the spade suit. West soon found 
himself in the position. of having 
to hold on to his jack of spades 
and, at the same time, guard the 
diamond suit, an impossible feat. 
When the last trump was played, 
declarer had left the A-43 of dia- 
monds. West, having to reduce to 
three cards, had the choice of 
throwing away the jack of spades, 
in which case dummy’s nine would 
be high, or reducing to two dia- 
monds, thus unguarding the suit. 

Surely a squeeze of this type is 
not “over the head” of the average 

player.
